The total w arrant indebtedness of 
the (state is $1,385,992.54 of which 
•m ount $1,228,252.54 was outstanding 
trio r to statehood, the difference be­ 
tween these amounts representing the 
Indebtedness incurred by the legisla­ 
ture and state department under the 
present administration. Bonds in de­ 
nominations of $500 each bearing four 
per cent interest running IO to 20 
years, are provided for. They are to 
be paid in ten 
semi-annual 
install­ 
ments, the first becoming due the 
eleventh year from the time of is- 
m e. They are to be exempt from tax­ 
ation. Any person appropriating to his 
ase, or aiding and abetting in the ap­ 
propriation of any funds derived from 
a e bond sale, shall be guilty of mis­ 
demeanor and fined double the amount 
appropriated and imprisoned in the 
penitentiary not to exceed five years. 
The Stettmund bill provides for the 
refunding of the state taxes for 1907 
, ^hat were paid prior to the enactment 
af the law remitting those taxes. The 
SHI was passed by the house and 
amended in the senate by the substitu­ 
tion of section I of a similar bill by 
ieaiator Thomas. 
The bill provides that the state treas 
'Mer shall refund to county treasur­ 
ers any monies received by him for 
matee taxes.

Few Suicides In Northwest. 
The relatively small number of su­ 
icides in this city and section, savs 
Seattle (Wash.) Post-Intelligencer, is 
made the subject of an interesting ob­ 
servation by W. F. Jenkins, in cora- 
mand of tho 
Salvation Army in the 
Pacific northwest. 
In consequence of 
the small number of suicides the Sal­ 
vation Army has not followed its usual 
course 
of 
establishing 
anti-suicido 
bureaus in this section. 
Commenting 
on the tact, the brigadier said: “Here 
in the 
northwest 
people, when they 
get into trouble, keep up courage and 
hope and never think of suicide. For 
months, even in these so-called hard 
limes, and during the Christmas sea­ 
son, we haven’t had a 
suicide 
case 
come into the office. There is no ques­ 
tion that the average 
laboring 
man 
finds life a more satisfactory proposi­ 
tion out here than he does in the aver­ 
age city of the east.” 
It isn’t always 
an easy m atter to tell precisely why 
some men and women feel Impelled to 
kill themselves, in a given set of cir- 
c umstances, while 
other 
women, 
in similar and 
worse circumstances, will 
think of such a 
thing, 
difficult to understand why 
suicides 
are 
less frequent here than in 1 
other sections of the country. Climate ' 
may have much to do with it. Nerves • 
do not break as readily here as else- 
uheie, though 
the 
gait 
is 
usually 
speedy and at high 
tension; 
the at­ 
mosphere seems to soothe the hurt 
places and to
